PREVENT HIDING & DRIVING OVER 


SllJJB-WALKS, OUXTEUS, Ac. 


Be it enacted by the Town Council of the Bo- 


rough of Gettysburg, and it is hereby eiiaotcd 
by authority of tlie same: 
I. That from aud after the passage of thia 


Act, any person or peroous diiviiig tiuy loaded
